Philadelphia, April lS.— .Vt the con- 
clusion of a two-houra' conference be- 
tween the operators and the commit- 
tee representing the anthracite coal 
miners today, both sides seemed aa 
far from a solution of . the working 
conditions governing the hard coal 
fields as ever. The miners' represen- 
tatives presented a modified proposi- 
tion, which agrees to the renewal ot 
the recently expired wuKo ugrcanient 
^vith a few changes, as follows: 

"It i» further understood and agreed 
that if the wages of onuiloyecs have 
been reduced durlUB the past three 
years under the stipulation that it 
new work, or for other cause, such 
wages shall bo restored and the same 
rate of wages as provided ' by the 
award, of the strilce' obmtnissibn'. for 
the same 'kind of work ahalV remain 
in force durl.ig the life oit' this agree- 
ni.^nt. ■ . ; • 

•It is furihcr agreed that the rlght 
to hire and uischarge Is vested ex- 
clusively In tlie manager or operator, 
and in all cases of dIs-.-hnrge tlio per- 
.son or persons discharged shall have 
the right of appeal, and if it Is rihown 
after a thorough investigation that 
they were discharged wilru ut good 
reason they .shall bo roiiiotat^.l to their 
former positions. 

"No suspension of ■ operation shall 
take place during' the Investination 
and Unal adjustment of any differences 
that may arise between employer and 
employees. • 

"Signed April 8. 1909, on behalf of 
the anthracite operators and on behalf 
of the United Mine workers ot an- 
thracite." 

It will bo seen from the foregoing 
that the agreement is to lo signed 
by the United Mlno ■^Vorkc^s of the 
anthracite field.s. Tlio operators have 
maintained that the United Mine 
Workers- of Ainerica wer6 partial to 
the soft coal. Interests, ai>d therefore 
always refused to recognize the union; 
iesterdtiy the operators still refused 
to recognize the organization, and 
practically said that the only proposi- 
tion that they had to offer was the 
renewal of the old wage agreement, 

AO Ktateniont was given out by the 
opcfators, and It is not known how 
they view tliu ]iropoHitlon of the min- 
ers, carrying, as it does, the rccoBni- 
of tl^c union in different form than 
originally, presented. Notwlth.standlng 
the fact that several of the mine work- 
ers offlclals assert that an agreement 
s not probable at the present time, a 
belief prevails that an amicable set- 
tlement will be reached. 

It was learned tonight that during 
ho conferences the altered demands of 
the minors were practically agreed to 
by the operators.

— The desire of 
the salmon cahning interests of British 

Columbia that the international ffsla- 
erles commission should adopt regu- 
lations governing sockeye fishing on 
Puget Sound, whicli would be In tho 
nature of a quid pro quo for the re- 
strictions wlilch have been imposed on 
the Fraser river fisheries wan explain- 
ed in oxtenso today to Professor 
Prince, Dominion fisheries commls- 
mlssloner and Canadian member of the 
International commission. For three 
hours and a halt Prof. Prince, who ar- 
rived from Ottawa yesterday, listened 
to the views of tho members of tho 
Britisli Columbia Canners' association. 
This meeting took place in the rooms 
of the association. 

Prior to reference to the work of 
tho International commission tho north- 
ern canners had their inning with 
Prof. Prince, discussing with him for 
over an liour and a half amendments 
which they .desire ^in..the, regulations 
jgoy^rnlhg^flshihg-in the isstuary. of tho 
Skeena rlver.^ AS' a result' there seems 
to' be a-' poSslbiUty' that the federal 
regulatijsris' which ' 'prohibit sockeye 
fishing in'the'ribrth prlbr to July 1 will 
bo .amended SO' .that the fish' may be 
taken from'Juhe 15 onward. ' Last sea- 
son new regulations were passed gov- 
erning the boundaries in which gill 
netting might be carried on in tlie 
Skeena estuary, and tliose were so ar- 
bitrary as to inflict immense loss ontho 
flsliermen. This subject was dealt with 
at this morning's conference, and it is 
probable that the old boundaries ■will 
ba reverted to this season. 

As a result of the meeting with 
Professor Prince, tlic northern canners 
are hopeful that he will telegraph re-' 
commcndlnK Hon. Mr. Brodeur, min- 
ister of marine and fisheries, to Immo- 
dlately Beetle tho passage of an order- 
In-councll permitting the taking of 
sockeyes In tho north on and after 
June 15 this year. 

It Is realized by the canners that 
in would be next to impossible to get 
the United States to restrict operation 
oC purse seines, and so reliance is plac- 
ed on the efforts of Professor Prince to

New York City iVlay Be Abie To 
Go On With Subway Con- 
struction 



New York, April S. — Sliould the opin- 
ion rendered today by Referee F. Tra- 
ccy on the debt limit of New York city 
bo upheld by tho courts, the city's 
prospects for extensive subway con- 
struction to relievo tho present conges- 
tion In transportation conditions would 
appear to be excellent. The report 
finds that the borrowing capacity of 
the city on Juno 30 last was $100,205,- 
714, and presumably Is several millions 
greater at the present time. Mr. Tra- 
cey was appointed by tho fiupremo 
court its referee In injunction proceed- 
ings, the determination of which hing- 
ed upon th(5 city's actual dcl)t limit. 
C;alculatlng the iionnaneiit debt of tlio 
city at Sr)17,S'l'l,3iri, iUr. referee found 
that tlin constructional borrowing pow- 
er at the close of tlio last fiscal year 
was more than $10ti,000,000, and added 
tliat to calculate tho present debt limit 
the i.ncrease in tho assessment roll for 
J30S must bo alloW'Cd for. As the as- 
sessmont roll showed an increase of 
morn than $480,000,000, tho apparent 
conclusion Is that the jircaent borrow- 
ing capacity of tho city is probably 
nearly $150,000,00^. This estimate is 
far' larger than any previously made.

FIFTY /HSuS^UflNEO 

Fire, Fanned by Hla'h Wind, Sweeps 
Thpough Tenement District of 
Manchester, N.H. 

Mtanchester, N.H., April 8.— The 
tenement house district of the southern 
section of the city, covering, an> area of 
nearly a square mile, and, occupied 
mainly by foreigners employed' iri the 
cotton mills and factories, was swept 
today by a disastrous fire. 

■The fiames were discovered about 
eleven o'clock, and within two hours 
fifty buildings had been destroyed or 
damaged. 

Help was called from Concord, Low- 
ell, Portsmouth, Dover and Winchester, 
and by 12:30 the first of the out-of- 
town assistants began to arrive.

Strife Between Unions^' and 
^Owners ^ Over OpertsSht^

Chicago, April 8. — Actual hostilities 
in the lake sailors' 'strike started in 
South Chicago when efforts were made 
by the^-y'essel owners to start out a few 
boafs.'' "'his' brought out the fact that 
tho marine workers had been told not 
to ship on any vessel owned by tlio 
Lake carriers' Association. 

The Marine Firenien'.s Union re- 
cently lield special meetings in all the 
cities around the lakes, and it now de- 
velops tliat orders were issued by tlio 
national officers prohibiting any union 
firemen from shipping under an en- 
gineer who had signed the contract. 
' The local union here callScl out 35 
firemen in . South Chicago yesterday, 
and reports were received by officers 
of the union Jast night to the effect 
that similar action was taken in other 
cities." ' 

The Lake Carriers' Association ap- 
pears to be determined to break 'up- 
eyery union on^the lakes. . Union of- 
ficers said that representatives of the 
Western, the Union and thb- Anchor 
Unas were holding conferences • with 
th« unions, and that they might with- 
draiw from the Lake Carriers' Assbcla- 
tion. 

,BjiJ?alo, April. 8.— The. officers of the 
various great lakes union labo; asso- 
ciation' assembled declared that no 
general strike has been issued. There 
ii3 a strong sentiment that the marine 
engineers should. be backed In .their re- 
fusal to sigh the contract sent out by 
the Lake CarHers' association, which 
provides an'^ open shop rule. 

A conference of leaders was still in 
progress hero at midnight It ■was said 
that the general situation was under 
discussion; 

"You can say that we all stand to- 
gether against the open shop plan of 
the vessel owners," said one of the 
leaders. Up to this time the seamen 
and cooks and stewards; are the only 
organizations ,whb have- declared for a 
strike, while the firemen, oilers and 
water tenders refusing to .work under 
non-union engineers amounts to the 
same thing. 

The organizations affiliated with tho 
longshoremen li;ive taken no action. 

Cleveland, April S.— Officials of tho 
Pittsburg .Stoamsbi|) company an- 
nounced that all of their engineers 
were at tlieir posts. F. B. Smith, chief 
engineer of the company, stated that 
the owners expect ho' trouble with tlio 
engineers, and that llttle-dlfficulty will 
be found in replacing tho few firemen 
who had left their posts oh account of 
tho open shop policy of tho company. 
Preparations are .being made to start 
the thirty flrst-clasa boats of the com- 
pany at the opening of the season. 
Union men hero expect that owners 
of! independent boats would not bo ad- 
verse to a strike. The Marie Workers' 
association assert that the Independ- 
ents are not anxious to start their 
boats at all. 



Railways and Coal Mines. 

New York, April 8. — The business 
relatlona to the coal mines were re- 
lated by President Johnson, of the 
Susquehanna & Western railroad be- 
fore a special examiner today In tlio 
government suits to dissolve tlic al- 
leged coal combine.

Moist of . thei powers halve' pos- 
sessions : iri thaiVipart Sof the world, 
and , have -indicated' to . the state; . .de- 
partment that 'Castro's' presence Is riot 
wanted within their ' b'ouridarle.s, and 
that they are .Willing -to acquiesce 'in 
the desire of the United States gov- 
ernment. 

The state dejiartment has commu- 
nicated with American Minister Rus- 
sell In Caracas with a view of ascer- 
taining what President Gomez intends 
doing if Castro returns to Venezuela. 
Significant in connection with tho sit- 
uation are the movements of the ves- 
sels of the special squadron of Admi- 
ral Arnold. His flagship, tho Maine, 
sailed yesterday from Momananto by 
way ot Culebrn. 

France's Action. 

Paris, April 8. — The French govern-:?^ 
mont decided today to expel Ciprlano 
Castro, the former President ot Venez- 
uela from the French island of Mar- 
tinique in tho West Indies on tho 
ground that his presence there is likely 
to foment a revolution in Venezuela. 
This decision followed consideration ot 
tlie cablegram from M. Jusserand, the 
French ambassador at Washington, 
giving an account of his conefrence 
with Secretary of State Knox yester- 
day. Tho decree of expulsion will bo 
communicated to Castro Immediately 
througli the prefect of Fort-de-Franee, 
where Castro now Is. Tho French lino 
steamer Versailles touches at Fort-de- 
France April 10 on her way back to 
Europe. • 

While a portion of the press criti- 
cizes tlio action of the government In 
ex)ielllng Castro from the Island ot 
Jlartiniquo as an extreme measure, a. 
majority soenis to enjoy the predica- 
ment of tho "Napoleon of the Andes" 
and considers that a proper lesson Is 
being inflicted upon a seml-^barbarlan 
who imagined . . he ; could; fiont the . old 
uorlavwlth'Jirijpujnl^^^ 
Castro III, 

Fort-de-France, April S.— Shortly 
after returning from a drive througix 
Fort-de-France this morning, CIprian'> 
Castro 'became suddenly ill. He icom.-, 
plained - of>severo pain In the .abdoV'. 
men, and It was apparent that he suf- 
fered greatly. Tho sce.r left by ''tha 
ojieratlons performed In Berlin ?ha.i 
opened for a distance of several centi- 
metres, and his condition undoubtedly 
is grave. Tho former preeident o( 
Venezuela was informed today of tha 
decision of tho French government to 
expel him from Martinique. He ap- 
peared not to believe the news. 

Trinidad Is Closed , 

"VCashlngton, April 8,— Great Britain . 
will- not allow former President Cas- 
tro to take refuge In '.rrlnidad, ac- 
cording to advices received by tho 
state department, and so far as the 
state depar'imont has learned in coif^ - 
sultation with the governments hav-' 
Ing interests in tho 'West Indies, there'" 
is unanimity ot sentiment against per- 
mitting Castro to remain on their Isl- 
ands. The deiiartment had not figured 
on Castro's going beyond Venezuela In 
his trip, and consequently has not 
sounded seriously the governments of 
Colombia, Panama and Costa Jtlca as 
to their attitude. Tho Guadeloupe, on 
which Castro was a passenger, will 
stop at ports of those countries after 
leaving Venezuela, It is suggested 
.that St Thomas, Banieh' West Indies, 
iibciut 400 miles nearer the iveBt than 
Martinique, is a base of operations for 
exiled revolutionists. " ;> • ; - 

Strict Guard Kept 

Port ot Spain, April S.— The I'^encli 
lino stcaiiii;r Cuadeloupe arrived her.j 
this morning from Fort de France, 
wliere ex-President Castro was landed 
yesterday. Immediately after shu 
dropped anchor a number of launche:i 
and other boats containing an armed 
guard, following instructions issued' by 
tile commandant of the military de- 
partment, proceeded to the nteamer. 
Only the ship's agent, newspajier cor-, 
respondents and relatives of tho iias- 
Bengcrs were permitted to board. Dur- 
ing tlie time the Guadeloupe remained 
In tlie harbor, the sciuad boats worn 
on duty, notwithstanding tho fact that 
Castro was not on bbatd. The Guade- 
loupe sailed for Caruipaho, 'Veneztiela, ■ 
this afternoon. 

During the course of an Interview, 
■Scnora Castro cxprcs.scd great disap- 
pointment at the exclusion of her hus- 
band. She did not consider tho action 
of tho British government in keeping 
with the usual hospitality of that 
country to strangers. She spoke very 
highly, however, of tho treatment re- 
ceived during their stay in France. 
Continuing, Senora Castro said, that . 
It hail boon lier husband's intention in 
taking up his temporary resldenco in 
rrlnidad merely to rest himself and 
looic after his personal inlere.-jl.-j. Now 
that this privilege had been denied 
him, she did not know what Ills next 
move would be. She iiiirposes to pro- 
ceed to La Crunira and if not permitted 
to land, will continue tho voyago as 
far as Colon.

In .some •cnaoH the 
city lins contributed one-third of the 
cost of local IniprovementB, somotlnios 
a llfth and in a number of cases tho 
council refused to •undertalco the worit 
unless the owners benefltoia paid tlio 
eritlro cost Tho riesult- has, been tliat 
In somo sections Svhere 'local : Iwproye-; 
ihents ■ wdrlt lias 'been "done on tho 
streets, the city paid a larger share 
of tho cost than In others, with the re- 
sult that those owners who.. were forc- 
ed to pay a larger proportion than was 
the case In other soctlorisiof the city 
felt that a hardship had ■ been done 
thciu. 

At I;ikL uifiht'K nioctlng of the strecta, 
bridges and .sowers committeo .Vldor- 
nuin Turner urged that the council 
ado]>t some di.'linile plim and sticic by 
It. lie HuggeHteil that fur .-ill local lui- 
prnvenicnl work done out.'^lde the busl- 
ne-MH .section tlie city should contrDjute 
but oni-llfth of the cost In all cases 
where the city feels called iii)on lo con 
tribute and in the business sc^ctlon one 
third of the cost of the work. 

The (llflleulty of dclining wliat is tho 
business section was pointed out and 
-Mdennun Stewart .suggested that the 
city should not contribute more than 
one-lirtli e.\cept In cases of iiernianent 
local Improvement work such as street 
pavements when one-third should be 
tlio city's share. 

'It was llnally decided that work done 
outside the lire llnilt.s should not re 
eelve more than one-hfth from tho city 
while within the limits the city should 
contribute one- third of the cost. 

-Mdernian Turner in jjolnting out 
that the new rule will liave no effect 
on tlioso local improvement works al- 
ready passed expressed his conviction 
tliat the time is not far distant when 
tho owners to bo Tjenoiitod v.'il! be called 
upon to pay tho entire cost as is tlio 
case in other cities. 

More About Pavements. 

The request of owners on Broad 
street, from Johnson to Cormorant 
street, and on Pandora avenue from 
Government street to Douglas str,70t, 
that those portions of the thorough- 
fares be paved brought u]) again tho 
question of the relative merits of the 
various styles of street pavemonts. 

Alderman McKeown, who is a cham- 
•pion of the wood block pavement, and 
who feels .that th'e city should not adopt 
any other class of p,avement afier 
h.'ivlngr erected tho creosoting plant 
and before the • "wood blofck' pavejnent 
has been given a proper ",test, exp'resscd 
himself as against' bithulithic paving, 
stating that he had received a com- 
munication from Vancouver to the ef- 
fect that tho bithulitlilc pavement 
tried th."re ha.l been a failure. 
Alderman Turner, who is a strong ad- 
vocate of the Ijlthulltle pavement, de- 
clared that nnne of thsit class of pave- 
ment has ever been laid In Vancouver 
but in Toronto where a larg(' amount 
of it has been jiut down it has given 
entire satisfaction. Within tin- Hast 
seven years there ■ has been n.SO.OOO 
yards of blthulltlc pavement laid in 
Canada and more Is belnpr laid every 
year. In Toronto tho amount of this 
pavement laid has Increased from 6SS 
yards In 1903 to 205,438 yards last 
year. It is without doubt the best .and 
most satisfactory pavement and is just 
what is wanted here. He had yet to 
learn of any city where the blthulltlc 
l)avernent h.'i.s been shown to be a 
failure. In the discussion of the pe- 
tition of tho Broad street and Pandora 
avenue owners was somewhat lost,! 
sight of. but finally It .was decided that'; 
the pavement to bo laid should be of 
wood blocks. 

Will Open Crossing. 

City Solicitor Mann Informed tlie 
committee that the railway commission 
has consented to allow the crossing 
over the E. & N. tracks on the Old 
Es(iiihnalt road to be opened. The 
city made an iiiipl Icatlon to the com- 
mission a year ago to liave tlio road 
opened but the re(iu<!st was refused. 
Now, however, tlu! ctniiifiission has sig- 
nified Its consent to the cil>''s petition. 
Ther(,' will have to lie some work done 
in the way of moving two buildings 
and cleaning adjoining land. This 
worlc will be done by tho company 
while the city must maintain the cross- 
ing In proper condition. Tho neces- 
sary agreement wtHl be prepared and 
the work of opening up the crossing 
commenced at once. 

The city solicitor also stated that 
acting under Instructions of the mayor 
he iiad taken an appeal against tho 
recent Judgment rendered by Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin who ruled that the city 
cannot prevent the B. C. Electric com- 
pany from running .spur track.s across 
tho sidewalks. The question of tha 
city's jurisdiction over its own streets, 
the solicitor said, was one which should 
be immediately settled and the opinion 
o fthe full court obtained. The action 
of the mayor was ratified hy the com- 
mittee and the appctil will he pro- 
ceeded with. 

The eontraet for the supply of two 
street sprinlder.s, iini' of .steel and tho 
other of wood, will be given to ,Mus- 
sen's, Lilmtlcd, Vancouver, at u figure 
of S566 eacli. 

Floating Landing. 
Tiie suggestion rulvanced bv tho "Vio- 
toria Yacht club that a floating land- 
ing bo placed at tho causeway as a 
convenience for boaters 'Will bo actbd 
ui)on by the city. Tlie request was 
referred to tlie Ilnance committee for 
favorable consideration. 

Alderman Fulorton complained iimt 
tiie ]iarl<s board employees have been 
taking enrth from some of the street.s 
on which local improvements are under 
way and carting it to other stre'ets to 
he used 111 the eonHtruet loll of boule- 
vards. In all cases wliere earth is 
taljen rroni ji street tliat street should 
be credited with tiu- cost of carrying 
It away. A deputation of proiierty 
owners on (.Jueen's r.veiiue between 
Cook and Quadra streets wtiited upon 
tile committee and aslced that the 
sewer be exteiubMl easterly from 
Qui'.dra street. 'I'he worlc will be done 
at :i cdHl of SDOd. 

A p(Mniaiienl eoncrelc sidewalk will 
be l;iid on tlie north side of Kingston 
street past the school to Montreal 
street and the steps down to the beach 
at the foot of Soutli 'I'urner street will 
he repaired. A number of routinii mat- 
ters were doiilt with, ;iftcr wlilcli the 
committee took up the estimates for 
the year an d Jurijier cona ldered them.

We are 
all more or less gregarious in our na- 
tures. We nice the society of our fel-

'homes or those of ;bther people. Even 
'if they could. it-=ii desirable that they 
.should mingle freely with their folio'.vs 
amid plea-sant surroundings, from 
which the vicious element is absent. 
The T. M. C. A., when conducted on 
• broad lines, such as the organization in 
this city is carried on, affords that 
. opportunity for social intercourse 
and those facilities for harmless 
pleasures, which are essential to tho 
development of a well-rounded man- 
■ hood. But to make such an institu- 
. tlon thorouglily effective it must bo 
lioused in a building that will be at- 
tractive. It is simijly marvellous what 
excellent worlc has been done In this 
City considering the very Inadequate 
quarters In which the Association is 
maintained. If we step aside from 
the general sul)ject to say of tlie Rev. 
A. J. Brace, tho Secretary of the 
local organization, that he Is emphatic- 
ally the right man in the right place, 
because he combines a frank and c>p6n 
manliness with a strong sense f)f re- 
ligious duty, all who know him will 
admit that we are only doing him bare 
justice, and let us add that a manly 
minister of tho Gospel is one of the 
best forces for good In any <H)mniunlty.

It Is iierhaps 
not extravagant to estimate that the 
gross value of tho product of land in 
tiie buslnes.s suburbs of Victoria under 
intelligent and businesslike cultivation 
would ajverago, liOO to the acre. Now 
200,000 times iido is J20,O00,000. A 
large amount of money, you will nay, 
and it is so. If you think it Is too 
large, cut it in two, and you will yet 
have a very substantial foundation for 
great material prosperity. If you still 
think it too large, cut It in two again, 
and still the sum will lie of sulilclent 
magnitude to be worth striving for. 
This reference to the agricultural pos-^^i 
sibllitles of this area recalls what Vic- 
tor Hugo says in one of the opening 
chapters of "The Tollers Of the Sea." 
IIo says tliat if l^rance was cultivated 
to the same extent as the I.sland of 
Jersey, it would support 275,000,000 
people. In fVance there is one acre 
farmed per head of the population, in 
tho United States there are eight and 
in c;aiuula nearly soviui, that Is tak- 
ing tile whole country over in each 
case. But In the fruit-growing, mar- 
ket-gardening and dairying districts 
tile acreage per head of the pojiulatlon 
.•er.v mucli lower. Vancouver Island 
will be a country of intensive fanning. 
The following may serve to show that 
an estimate of an average gross value 
f SlOO per aero for tlie cultivated 
lands in soutliern Vancouver Island is 
e.Kccssive: Tho field crops of Can- 
ada, not talviiig into accourit the pro- 
ducts of orchards and berry fields, and 
of course disregarding such things as 
dairying, poultry-raising, stock-raising 
and the like, are shown by the Census 
returns to have a gross value of .$(10 
per acre. Surely the value of the pro- 
ducts of the most fertile and most 
favorable part of tho Dominion from a 
climatic point of view, when specialized 
and when marketed in tlio form of 
fruit, egg.s, ])0ultr>', butter, cattle, 
slieej), hogs and vegetables for house- 
hold consumption in Victoria and the 
other towns that will spring up, -yvlU 
■be fully In" gross value $100 per acre. 
If this is correct, any one can estimate 
for him.sclf what the probable gross 
value of the agricultural products of 
the business suburbs of Victoria will 
be, when once the land available for 
farming has been opened up, been cut 
up into small holdings and been culti- 
vated according to business- methods. 

A few montlis ago the Colonist 
printed a statement showing. the great 
growth of Los Angeles, and thereupon 
a correspondent wrote us that we 
ought not to mi.slcad the people of this 
city by publishing such figures, for, he 
said, within tho area tributary to Los 
Angeles more that $2,000,000 worth of 
oranges are grown every year. If we 
siiould say that $2,000,000 worth of ap- 
ples can be raised annually on 10,000 
acres of Vancouver Island fruit lands, 
and .that we Iiave many times 10,000 
acres of fruit lands within the busi- 
ness suburbs of Vlotorla, the statement 
will be admitted without argument. 

The above estimates, which every in- 
terested reader can test for himself 
and reduce or expand as his judgment 
conim(?nds. show tliat from the stand- 
point of tiie products of the field the 
business suburbs of Victoria are rich 
beyond what most of us have ever 
tiiought. When you have satisfied 
yourself upon this point, reflect upon 
the manner in which this aspect of 
our resources co-ordinates with the 
wealth of our forests, and you will 
iiardly fall to realize how true it is 
that Victorians ougiit to approach 
with vigor the develoimient of their 
own spliere of influence. Tliere may be 
oilier ijarts of the province where, with 
fuich Wealth of timber, there are such 
poKsibililies in the way of crop culti- 
vation williiii a few hours of an exist- 
ing or a future city, but we do not 
know where tliey are.

/ We have been asked why we did not 
Include any of the Islanil.s of the Geor- 
gian Archipelago in tlic "business sub- 
urbs" of Victoria, and ivc^ liave no 
other answer to make tlian that it was 

.an unintentional omission. The ob- 
servations now to ho made apply to 
these islands equally with the part of 
Voncouvcr Island under special consid- 
eration. 

In the business suburbs of Victoria 
tliere are fully 200,000 acres of arable 
land. Our impression la that it account 
were taken ot the ureas suitable for 
fruit growing, although possibly not 
very well adapted for general agricul- 
ture, the area would be very much 
'larger. We' must also bear In mind 
that a good deal of land, which might 
be utilized for furmlng or fruit rulture 
will for a long time to cauu- r.-!;i:ilii in 
timber, as it ouglit to. In putting tlie 
aviillable aratilo area at 200,000 acres, 
wo nro purposely keeping well within 
the mark. What v%'ould bo the approx- 
imate gross value of the product of 
200,000 acres of land In the southern

THE FRASER VALLEY. 

The Daily News, of New Westmins- 
ter, speaks In the most glowing terms 
of the progress of the Lower Fraser 
valley. It says that new men have 
come in with new methods and new 
ideas. One of the new lines to which 
attention is being directed is In the 
raising of fat stock. Some years ago 
The Colonist, referring to the proHt- 
ableness of raising beef cattle on hay 
and turnips in Eastern Canada and tlie 
New England states, suggested that 
this might bo found to bo a valuable 
industry for the rich farm lands of 
the Lower Eraser valley, where hay 
and turnips can be raised proljnbly 
more cheaply than anywhere else, and 
the mildness of the winters would 
mttke the fattening of cattle much 
easier than in the colder climate of 
the East. As everyone knows, a cer- 
tain amount of food eaten !)y any 
animals goes to keeping up the tem- 
perature of the body.-ahd .-when- cold 
weather prevails It follows that a 
smaller iiroportlon of tlie nourishment 
is available for fattening than in coun- 
tries, where the temperature is n-iilder. 
It may be found that beef can be 
raised on the Fraser rl-ver farms more 
cheaply than on the ranges, and it is 
certain to bo of better quality, while the 
percentage of loss, fri^rp ' severe., cold 
and storms would' be wholly - eUmln- 
atcd. 

The News attributes the devolon- 
incnt of tiie area under consideration 
to the facilities for transportation 
which are being provided. Not only 
the steam railway.s, but the electric 
line to Chllllwack will afford ,the best 
possible means of transport'>tion. One 
of the advantages of an electric line 
la that branches can be economically 
built and run, when one* the central 
plant has been established. We think 
we perceive in the progress ot the Fra- 
ser valley the promise of great things 
for the city of Nffw Westminster. We 
quote from our contemporary:

who has loft on record, with infinite 
glee, how in sentencing a man to death 
for tha murder of a woman with 
whom ho had cohabited Moncrleff 
made tho somewhat singular remark 
that if the woman had been the wlfo 
of tho prisoner there might have been 
some apology for tho deed on account 
of the diftlculty of getting rid of her 
In any other way; but, she being only 
Ills mistress, tliere was clearly no ex- 
cuse for tho crime, because- he:-'might 
liavo freed hlmselt.froRi'-ber.; when- 
ever he chose. 

Two interesting naval appointments 
have, says the Pall Mail Gazette, just 
hcen gazetted.

The fortiflod 
strongholds of tills chief were stormed 
With groat gallantry by a small Brit- 
ish force, and Captain Hutchison wa.s 
mentioned in dispatches for his con- 
duct on that occa.slon. Ho was c.\tra 
Naval Attache at Toklo in 1901. and 
received tho Order of the Sacrod 
jTreaaurc. 

Willie' at tliO Bar and holding tho 
high ofllce oi' r-i>an of Faculty, Mon- 
crleff defended Burke, tho notorious

A western newspaper has well de- 
scribed the action of tho Lauriur gov- 
ornment in the navy crisis as tho "gift 
oft a -flotilla of fair words," and this 
leads tho Montreal Witness, which 
Is usually favorably-, inclined towards 
the present adrhihiBtratjori at Ottawa, 
to remark: 

If, as Sir Juniea Fortcscue-FIan- 
nery is reported to have, said, "Great 
Britain can walk la peace with Ger- 
many only provided our jireparationa 
for naval defence are absolutely and 
beyond su-splolon superior to their," 
then is the situation tense indeed. It 
Is really war that is declared, without 
at least for iho present — bloodshed. 
Mr. Balfour dwells with emphasis on 
the fact that both tho United States 
and Germany are expending more than 
Great Britain this year on naval con- 
struction; but if Mr. Balfour or any- 
body clS9 thlnl(B that Britain can main- 
tain for any icngtli of tiroo the two 
pow'er standards against these two 
countries he must be insane.. Against 
Germany^<;:,with Uhe,. addition,, perhaps, 
of :fhyi;Other . Buropeah country, the 
struggle might be Icdhtlhued ; success.- 
fully for long years, but at what a 
waste of human energy and resource.' 
Surely the best thinkers of both coun- 
tries will find a' way to stop this crim- 
inal^' competition before both are irre- 
trievably ruined; 

Some. liitereBtIng .figures respecting 
tho.'proflts from the government mint 
are contained In a return just laid on 
the table in the Commons at Ottawa. 
It would appear that the 'mint is a 
most profitable investment for the 
country. An. Ottawa correspondent 
writes In tills connection; 

Although, owing to the financial de- 
pression, the amount of new coinage 
required was not up to tho normal of 
recent years, and the output of the new 
mint was conseciucntly restricted, thus 
decreasing the prolits, there was a 
gross ])ro(lt in the silver .'ind copper 
coin minted during 1908 amounting to 
$194,431. Tho expenses of maintenance 
and salaries totalled $71,939, leaving V 
net profit, exclusive of interest on capi- 
tal Investment, of ?82,482. The amount 
of silver coined was' $318,338, tho profit 
being 5175,709; .The -Value of tho cop- 
per coinage was $23,290, the profit be- 
ing $i8,709. 

General interest attaches to tho en- 
tries for Earl Grey's music and dra- 
matic competition, as a lively contest 
is expected at .Montreal for the splen- 
did trophies. ' A correspondent writes 
under date of March 31:

A question of 
considerable interest which did not 
arise at either of tho previous compe- 
titions has been brought up and Is at 
present under discussion.''

Speaking at London, England, the 
other day, George Wyndham said- tho 
Canadian market' was the best expec- 
tation 'Great Britain had for the future. 
"■Wo should not allow our market 
there," said he, "to be trifled with. 
There is greater danger in shutting our 
eyes to offers of our^ own people across 
the seas." 

In a lengthy letter to tlie Montreal 
Gazette, a writer who signs lilmselt 
"Fairplay" deals instructively with tho 
Insurance Bill now before parliament, 
and his argument,. as given in tho last 
paragraili, will bo read with special 
Interest hero owing to the discussion 
over that measure. It reads as follows: 

All said and done, what is tlio prime 
ohject of this Insurance bill? Is It not 
to protcQt the people from insuring 
In irresponsible and intangible or un- 
reachable concerns'.' If this paternal- 
Ism Is requisite In respect to compan- 
ies within Canadian borders, liow 
mucli more so Is It in the case of com- 
panies or underwriting concerns out- 
side? If an assured should (ind him- 
self unable to collect his loss from an 
unlicensed concern, tho governaient 
might say that it was out of his own 
country and passing over companies 
whose solvency was safeguarded by 
Its regulations. .Sucli might be very 
true, but It w-ould be poor solace for 
the worthless insurance policy and 
the consequent Insolvency. If the gov- 
ernment Is going In for paternalism at 
all, it should do so to a iogicully com- 
plete conclusion. "True government 
is that which protects its citizens not 
only against one another but also 
against themsalvcs."

The Dally, Mail says:— The future of 
the rioyal navy will dominate the pub- 
lic Interest this week, and the nation 
Will await assurances from the gov- 
ernment tliat tho disclosures which 
the First Lord and the PrlmejMinlsler 
made on Tuesday will be followed by 
resolute and effective .action.' • 'No one 
denies that todoy the British: navy is 
superior In completed armoured ships 
to any two Powers. Wo grant that 
there Is something disquieting In the 
sudden acceleration of tho German pro- 
gramme by laying down eight Dread- 
noughts Instead of four, which took 
pla'ce last year immediately after tho 
Kaiser's letter to Lord Tweednioutli 
and the announcement thi|; tlie Brit- 
ish programme would bo only two 
Dreadnoughts. But this should remind 
the ministry and the country that a 
point liaa been reached at wlilch it 1h 
futile to suppose that any offer of 
disarmament ,.on our part willi affect 
tho German plans.- The only safe 
course is to build two ships to the Ger- 
man one, and to frame bur programmes 
on that principle wlcunut further com- 
parisons or reproaches. 

The declaration of London, says the 

.Morning Post, concerning tlie laws of 
naval war is the result of the labors 
of the international conference, which 
sat in tills city from December to 
I'Y'bruary last. The coiieludliiK pas- 
sago:, of Sir l-^dward Grey's iii.structlons 
to the J-irltl.sh delegates laid stress ui)- 
on "those legitlinato right.-i of a bel- 
llgeront which hiis lieen ])roved In tlie 
pa.st to bo es.scntlal to tho succesHful 
a.sHortlon of Britlsli sea-power and to 
tho defeaci; of Britl.sli Independence." 
These were to be pre.'jcrved undimin- 
ished and placed beyond riglitful chal- 
lenge..; The maintenance of those bol- 
ligeren't rights in their integrity, and 
the widest possible freedom for neutrals 
In the -unhindered navigation of the 
seas, were the objects to be pursued by 
the British representatives at the con- 
ference. It \vlll be found, wlion tho 
te.xt of the declaration has been fully 
examined and discussed by tho experts 
in tlio laws of naval war and by 
stratogi.sts that tiieso objects liavo been 
attained, and that tho work of the con- 
ference has been one of tho most suc- 
cessful efforts of British diplomacy. 
This is due not only to the labor and 
the Judgment of the British represeiita- 
tlve.s and to the consistent support ac- 
corded to thorn by Sir Edward Grey, 
but also to tlio breadth of view In 
the spirit .of amity, which had been 
brought to the proceedings by the rep- 
re'selitatlvos of the other Powers. 

Tho StahTflard^'says:— We rejoice to 
print the telegrams . frorn Belgrade, 

which show that the perl! of war In 
Southeast Europe has passed aw.ay. 
It is impossible not to feel consider- 
able sympatliy with the disappoint- 
ment of the Servian people. They have 
lieen asked to renuonco definitely and 
for ever aspirations, wlilcii liowevor 
vague, have been long and deeply 
cherished. Throughout, indeed, tho 
dispute seems to have boon one rather 
of form than substance, for since it 
Is perfectly clear that the accomplished 
fact of the annexation must be recog~ 
nized, and'-. that 'SerVia' -could obtain 
no cofnpenSation'.'c-'teartit'orial or other, 
the Slav kingdom do'c's well to resign 
itself to the inevit'able, as Indeed all 
Us friends advise. Including Rusla. On 
the face of It no doubt tho Ausfro- 
Hungarlan government lias won a 
diplomatic victory, but their greatest 
success consists in not having been 
drawn Into an inglorious war, from 
which they would have gained neither 
honor nor territorial aggrandisement. 
We recognize frankly and gratefully 
that tho pacific labors of;- Sir Edward 
Grey and M.' Izvolsky have been ef- 
fectively seconded 'in Berlin, and that 
without the friendly advice of tho 
Kaiser's government It might have 
been dIfHcult for Baron von Achrenthal 
to retreat from the stiff and unaccom- 
modating position which he had origin- 
ally taken up.

lying ground. 

Mr. Saunders intends leaving for the 
north as soon as po&slble. In all 
probability he will be identffled with 
the work of building a trail from 
Copper City to Alderniere. When com- 
pleted this will shorten tho route into 
one of tho lineat mineral sections of 
the province. Ho prophesies that 
there will be hundreds of prospectors 
on tho ground In the course of a couple 
of months and that it is more than, 
likely that some valuable deposits will

0. C. FRUIT EXCHANGE 



Albert F, Griffiths Appointed 
Commissioner Under Public 
Enquiries' Act 



The government has apponlted Al- 
bert F. Griffiths, chartered accountant, 
of this city, a commissioner under tho 
Public Enquiries %A.ot' with power to 
take evidence under oath for the pur- 
pose of enquiring into the affairs of 
the B. C. Fruit Exchange, of Revol- 
stoko, which has recently gone into 
liquidation. 

It will be remembered that the B. C. 
Fruit Exchange was started last year 
with a great flourish of trumpets. It 
was going to handle all the fruit out- 
put of the province and place tho crop 
to the best advantage of all concerned. 
In this way all wore assured that there 
would be no markets glutted one day 
and without fruit the next, ho' fruit 
would bo loft to rot In cars on sidings 
for want of proper arrangements, but, 
in a word, the sltuatlbn would bo han- 
dled in a businesslike up-to-date 
fashion. 

Subordinate exchanges wore organ- 
ized In various diatrlcts to work with 
the central body, and special agents 
were sent out on good salaries. There 
was nothing wrong with the ::clicmc. 
It was ono that has been successfully 
worked out in California and else- 
whore, but there appears to liavo been 
everything wrong with tho way it has 
been managed. Just what was the mat- 
ter It Will be the duty of Mr. Grilhths 
to discover. Fortunately the exchange 
only handled a portion of the crop. 
No Available Assets. 
Tho season ended with tlio central 
pxchano'o in debt to the local ex- 
changes and no available assets be- 
yond a few bad debts. Tho Victoria 
association, like others, has money 
coming to it from the' central, organ- 
ization, but'lt'was not nearly so badly 
hit ns some 'on tho Mainland. The 
Nelson men seem to have been tho 
worst hit, many of the fruitgrowers 
having little or nothing to show for 
llio crop entrusted to the distributing 
organization. 

Tho ono good point in a bad busi- 
ness is that there does not seems to 
be any suggestion of graft anywhere. 
Tho nionoy hna been lost by Incom- 
Iietent management but has not been 
.4lohjn. It seems to bo the oUl story 
of a fascinating idea Bulllclontly 
worked out by men who lacked experi- 
ence in the special field In which they 
were attempting to work. 

Mr. Grlfflth's report will bo awaited 
with interest, for while it la not likely 
that any financial results will be ob- 
tained. It Is thought moat llkoly that 
a thorough examination of tho opera- 
tions of tho defunct exchange will re- 
sult In n number of valuablo lessons 
from which future fruit orangizatlons 
will bo ablo to prollt. Mr. Grlfllths will 
start on his labors without delay.

PEACE RIVER OFFICIAL 
RECEIVES INSTRUCTIONS 



F. C. Campbell Will Soon Start 
On His Long Journey to 
Fort St. John 



F. C, Campbell, who has just receiv- 
ed the ai)polntment of first gold com- 
missioner and government agent In tho 
Peace River countrj-. Is in town receiv- 
ing his final Instructions before leaving 
for the scene of his duties. iMr. Camj)- 
beli has been mining recorder at 
Trout Lake during tho last nine years 
and he leaves for his new jiost May 10. 

Ho will be the first government agent 
in tho now country and he will be ex- 
pected to send in reports to the gov- 
ernment aa to its resources. It Is a 
section of country rejiutod to jiossesH 
great natural wealth, and settlers are 
already beginning to come In from tho 
Alberta side. Ho will make his head- 
quarters at I'ort St. John on the Peace 
river, about 15 miles from tho provin- 
cial boundary. 

He will be accompanied by Provin- 
cial Constable McVlcars, of Prince Ru- 
pert, and the two have a long Journey 
before them. They go via Edmonton, 
taking tho stage for 100 miles from 
tho prairie capital to Athabasca Land- 
ing. From there they go by steanior 
up tho Athabasca to the Lessor Slave 
river, and then idong that river to the 
head of Lesser Slave Lake. I''roin 
there, there Is a run overland of 00 
miles by wagon road to the Peace 
River Crossing, whore the steamer Is 
again taken to Fort St. John. It la In 
this section that tho Dominion grant of 
3,500,000 acroB la to be found, but there

Yet, In hefrartlbles'flhltliejNqrth 
American Rovlow,' ;'Gonsuelo,*:,Duclicss 
of Marlborough,' . shows: that she has 
studied the ' questions 'that affect, the 
women of .our day' wlth'greilt care. 

The March number of the Review 
contains the third of a, series of arti- 
cles and ' whether- bnoiagreesiwltlivthe 
conclusions of '^the!;-i. welter -OP* not. It 
must be granted 'that^lt'lsHhoughtful, 
unpretentious and > easy to '^understand. 

No .attempt . Is-' madb • to, prove; that 
mcmand:V.^omen 'are^'e^ually-'adapted to 
af! callings, tbUt'.ltrJst said j;','that wo- 
man's work Is,- In trades and-lndustries 
suited to 'a woman, 'quite as" good as 
I man's, if not bettor." Yet, good as the 
! work is acknowledged by all employ- 
ers of labor to be, it does not coiu- 
niand the same salary as that of men. 
The cause of this is the want of union 
and co-operation among the workers. 

"The young girls depend on their 
fathers, but, anxious to earn a few 
shillings to enrich their wardrobes, 
tlio mothers pressed to Increase the 
husband's meagre earnings In order to 
-support a Uu'Ke famllj-, liave Joined tlic 
great army of labor, nut on eiiuai or 
even Just tei'ni.". In eager haste and 
blinding fear, tliey have sold tlieir 
work at half its worth and in blind 
perversity . hastened to undo their own 
ends by undorselling man'.s worlc and 
lowering the standard of wages." 

The cure for this state of thhig.s li(,'S, 
the writer believes, in intulllBeiit or- 
Bani:r:atlon. She would ha\'e won.i'U 
follow the example of men and unilo 
into trade unions. This had to .some 
extent been done In the United States 
and in 1S74, Iilrs. Emma Paterson 
cros-sed the Atlantic to study the ques- 
tlon of Trades Unionism as applied to 
women. For twelve years she worked 
to induce her countrywomen of the 
working classes to organize themselves 
Into Friendly Societies and Trades 
Unions and before her death in 18SG 
tlie principle of co-operation which Is 
the bottom of laboi: . ut^lons was ac- 
knowledged to be sound by many wo-, 
men workers. 

But It has been found very difllcult 
to got women to unite. The liojieless- 
ness which prevents thoin from trying 
to rise above circumstances is describ- 
ed as "hereditary, Instinctive and un- 
rc'isoned." Wlien one tiiinks of tlie 
sad stories told by the conimisRioners 
who enquired into the swcatc<l inclui-- 
trlos, and looks at the immense armies 
of the unemployed, It seems as tliougli 
there wore reasons enough for tiui 
want of hope and energy of wlilcli this 
rich woman speaks rather Impatiently.

It is tlie worlcing women oC (Ireat 
Britain, the Duchess of- Marlborough 
contends, who ai'e active in the strug- 
f;lo Cor political power. The upper 
class "are too fearful of the world's 
reprobation, too sutisfiod with their 
own conditions, and too engrossed in 
self-culture and self-ease to do more 
than discuss the probability ot even- 
tual success or failure."^ The poor 
"have hot tlie time- to spare -nor- tlie 
ImagJiiaMon' t^oy^apBreclatKtJiO 'TlBhts 
that will one'day accrue to them." It 
is for 'the sake of these poor -women, 
the writer contends, ifiat the suffra- 
gists are working. Ho^'-ttid posses- 
sion at the ballot wdtfld enable them 
to relieve the dlstreSifJ. whi(ih all de- 
plore. Is no^t 'pointed ou't?,r,,Th^method8 
employed hy theVsuffragettMjiare Jus- 
tified jupoh- the ground'ithatfi .womanly 
measures have . failed?' and-r^that "no 
great reform was evSr brought about 
without public agitation of a more or 
less aggressive character." One can- 
not help feeling that the end In this 
case does not Justify the means and 
suspocttng that the writer herself 
'does not approve of the conduct of 
those with whose aim she Is In sym- 
pathy. 

* • * 

Tliat even among the rich, wives 
and mothers have a "real life and imr- 
pose" apart from their homes may well 
be .doubted, but It is only fair to hear 
what the writer says on this subject. 

"Woman's real life and purpose' more 
often begins witii marriage than be- 
rtiro, and it is the cliolce of sucli an' 
aim that this article would wish to 
stlmuial,-', nomestlc ren.nirernents no 
longer sufflcUjntly employ either the 
modern womsin's time or her intellect. 

Neither do children lill up 
her leisure. Public and private 
scliools, governesses and tutors have 
taken away one of woman's most !^:\- 
cred dutle.s. She can still HUj)ervise 
her household and the edueatloii of her 
cliiidren, giving that coup d' fic-ll do 
maltre and bestowing the mother's I11- 
lluence none other can equiil, ljut hrr 
time Is not filled, and falling a more 
serious Interest, a fussy attention to 
small details will monopolize her 
mind." 

How little temptation women In 
J^ngland who belong to tiie higher 
classes and wlio feel the obligations of 
thfir ranlv, have to wa.ste tlii^ir time 
over "small detail.'^" Is shown by a 
very pleasant deseription of the soeial 
duties devolving upon them. 

In London, too, the wi\'c.s of piil)lic 
men are called upon to take jjarl in 
"political leagues, chai'ltalilc associa- 
tions, hospital committees, and a hun- 
dred and one apjieals continually 
launched for linancinl aid and personal 
influence give every one a chance of 
serving public utility. 

The wives of members of jjarlia- 
ment have siieclal and often "xrictlng 
duties to pei'form, and in the.sc days 
women are expected to learn tiie art 
of public speaking. 

In tills connection a warning is given 
which women in humbler si)lH'res than 
tliose described Would bo wise to lay 
to lieart. "In fact," says the writer, 
"a v.onian who wlshen to find an out- 
let for her energies enjoys every op- 
portunity; the only danger is that she 
may take up too many interests, so 
that with multiplied and divergent 
claims she may bo dnable to further 
any one In particular, . , , It la 
Just as needful for a society woman 
to .specialize in her Interests as It Is for 
a woman' practising a profession to 
confine herself to , its scope. In theso 
days of spedalliiseid .effort, ono/ cannot 
be a Jill-of-all'trades, nor a nnlshed 
performer on more than ono Instru- 
ment.'* '

He must know how each 
touch affects the ball. He wants to 
control Its evf^ry move under every 
circumstance. In dribl)llng he knows 
how to keep it within reach by a check 
kick. The art of pas.sing the" ball for- 
w.-ird so that th(.- ball will lie easily 
|)ieked up while going at full speed 
by lii.s wing man, be has down to a 
science. In fact bis one .-md only aim 
Is to master the iiiovenu-nts of the 
ball. 

This Is commendable In Itself, luit 
when It is overdone, as it Is generally 
In Scotland, it Is a great hindrance. 
Forwards addicted to this style of 
playing are in bad fai-or with their 
team mates. TIk; whole forwai-d line 
is often held waiting wtillo he dilly- 
dallies with the ball In his endeavor 
to beat hlH man. Very often he is 
not content witii beating his man, but 
seeks to beat the whole team himself.

Sprott Bal- 
coiii, luanaKPr of tliu I'acilU' Whaling 
company and asKocir-,tc;-, lild not con- 
UnuL' her voyai,'!-: to New Zealand 
waters after nialclng her catch to 
the soutli of tile Indian ocean at the 
edge! of the lloes of the Antarctic. A 
special to the lavenlnj,' Test yesterday 
announced that the Agnes G. Donahue 
iiaa arrived at Halifax, 48 days from 
Capetown. She landed 4,014 sealakins, 
'fine pelts taken. In the cold waters 
whore the furs of the seals are thick 
and valuable, at Capetown for ship- 
ment to the Brltl.sh market by the 
Union Ca.stlc line. Tlic catch is con- 
sidered the most valuable ever taken 
the skins having brought r a, much 
lilgher price than those .taken' In lieh- 
rinpr .sea. 

The Agnes G. Donahue' is the 
schooner wlifch was seized by a Uru- 
guayan gunboat .some years ago while 
engaged In scaling In the waters of the 
Uruguayan republic and Capt. Matt 
Ryan, AA'iliam Porior and twenty oth- 
ers, including Heveral Victorians were 
lodged in a Montevidean jail while the 
schooner lay in tlie harbor with a jiriiio 
crew on board. After the illegality of 
the seizure had been reprcKented to 
the go\'ernment at Montevideo througli 
the British consul the-; schooner and 
her imprisoned ci-ew were ultimately 
released. 

Because of this sei-ure and the im- 
prisonment of thoae on board Capt. 
Balcom put in ii claim for damages,

ADMIRAL'S COiVlP.ANY 

Capt. MoKenzie, of the Bark Marl- 
borough Hill, Saved Shipwrecked 
Men Near Cape Flattery 

Ca|)t. .T. C^. McKeiizie who, as inas- 
ter of the British ship Barcore, piclteil 
up - the survivors of the wrccoliccl 
American ship Great Admiral during 
tthc ■ memorable^ December ■ of I90fi ' off 
.the;!^fdrth Paclflo coast, has arrived 
•In '-Pu^et 'Sound oh the . British' bark 
Marlborough Hill, which lie now com- 
mands'. 

When the ship cireat Admirui, Capt. 
Sterling, was lost off this coast early 
in December, IDOG,' the Barcore was 
enroute from Vancouver, B. C, with ii 
cargo 01" lumber for Adelaide, Au.stra- 
lla. During that December the sturiiiH 
along the coast were unu.sually se- 
vere !Uid several vessels were lost ;uul 
others badly damaged. Tim old Great' 
Admiral w/is caught in the heavy 
.southeast gale of December G and was 
thrown on her beam ends. ,Capt. Ster- 
ling ordered the .'masts cut away In 
order to save the ship. But it was 
useless. The dcclthouse. With the cap- 
tain and crow clinging to it, carried 
away. It divided Into two pieces 
with mcmbors of the crew on both. 
J'-or three diiya, without food and -ivith- 
out water except such as could bo 
caught during rain Sfiualls, the sur- 
vlvor.s driftiHl at sea. The cook .and 
the cabin boy died ot'exjiOHuro and 
wore iiualied ovorlxjard to lighten tho 
raft. The i\vni mate of the Ship was 
accompanied by his wife, who stood 
tho exposure with great ■ fortitude.' 
fJThree days after tho loss of the ship 
ithftt'survlVdrs iwero plclied up by the 
BdrCorcThoy, wera treated. with every 



courtesy and when the ship,. passed 
the American bark Andrew Welch, ,en 
route from Honolulu for San Fran- 
cisco, her : rescued passengers were 
transferred. 

Tho Burcore proceeded on her voy- 
age and tho Andrew AVelch lauded the 
shipwrecked people at San Francisco. 
Later when the Barcore returned homo 
to E'.irope Capt. rilcKenzio wan pleas- 
ed by tho receipt of a splendid token 
oijf appreciation from President Kooso- 
volt in recognition of the his service In 
saving the shipwrecked people. . TJie 
gift was a handsome gold watch and 
chain. .The\:aso.6f the whtch Is en- 
graved with a spread;' eagle and on 
the inner case' is tho Iniscriptlon; 

"Presented by tho President of the 
United States to Capt. J. C. McKenzie, 
master of the British ship Barcore, in 
recognition of his humane service. In 
re^'cuing the ccaptain and creW;. pf.the 
A:ncrican ship Great Admiral,' -wrecked 
at sea in December, 1906."

Whether we mention 
Liverpool. Glasgow, Hull or tho Tvne, 
we find the successful management of 
those ports, and tho Improvement in 
the facilities and accommodation which 
they offer to shippers have been due 
to tho efforts and practical experience 
Of their harbor boardn. So nece^:.'--;\ry 
is such an authority found to bo, that 
within the last, few mmitlis .the Im- 
perial Parliament has pas.sed "legisla- 
tion creating a port authority in Lon- 
don,- to which will. be transferred the 
authority, possessed by tho pivic go\'- 
erhment and other' authorities, while 
the various dock companies and their 
property have been acquired so as to 
bring the Whole .business of the port 
within the cbhtroK bfi one body. The 
wonderful improvements that have 
been effected In. some, of tl\o European 
ports, such as Antwerp, Hamburg and 
Bremen, have all been carried nut by 
boards appointed for that purpose.

VANCOUVER INVESTIGATES 
SHIP PING O F SAILORS 

Committee 'of Board of Trade Lenrns 
How Business of Handling Sailors 
Is Carried On. 

Cnpt. C. Gardiner Johnson and C. 
Alexander, who have been Investigat- 
ing the shipment of sailors at Vancou- 
ver; have reported as follows; 

That the exaction of a hed\'y bonus 
(usually termed "blood money") for 
each sijllor " supplied by the boarding- 
masters still, exists, .although this 
charge may be covered up In one way 
or another, and this, notvvlthstariding 
the law which limits this expense or 
fee to $10' per man. ■ 

Tills, in the oiilnion of your com- 
tmittee, is the main root of tho evil 
and tho most didlcult to copo with, as 
the vessel owners thbmselvos are.chlefr 
ly responsible for' Its perpetration, and 
the system exists in nearly every port, 
even in the United Kingdom Itself, dif- 
fering only in degree and amount. 

In explanation, we would say that 
the Britlsli owner fully expects that 
at least a portion of the crow will 
desert, and the cause of this Is easy to 
see. The sailor who has signed arti- 
cles for a voj-ago and return to the: 
United Kingdom to ije paid off lias 
done so at the; rate of $!'> per month. 
He llnds that If he can desert the ship 
he is on, ho can, without ditllculty, sluj) 
on another at $20 or even $25 pvr 
month, or ho linds that work on docks 
can be obtained at wages that will 
yield him as much In- week as his 
whole month's pay,, on tho shlii. And' 
when lie wants to go to sea again ho' 
is sure of getting' higher wages- than 
under his present: ' ar^ticles, it therej; 
fore hardly requires any other inducoi' 
mcnt to lead him to desert, oven al- 
though he may have been fairly treat- 
ed on the shii) he leaves. 

The owner knows all this, and socks 
to protect his interests by making 
contracts for the supply of crews to 
Ills vessels at a fixed rate, preferring 
to pay tills "blood money" to the pos- 
sible detention of his vessel for an In- 
definite time, and v.'hich would cost 
him much more than the amount of 
the "blood money." These cor tracts 
are Illegal, and could not be en reed 
on either side, but are generally ad- 
hered to because it is a matter of mu- 
tual self interest, and with reference 
to these the British Board of Trade 
might bo corrcEiioiided with. 

On some occasions, when sailors 
seeking employment aro i)lentlful, the 
master of a vessel, might be able to 
nil up his crew without the assistaneo 
of this boarding .ma8t9r„contractox, bi\t,' 
in doing so would be a' breach of th^. 
contract his o\vn^ himself has madi;,' 
and . who-wouldi3>*<il>a.bly BuHer In tho 
case "'or anoth'feroir Ilia', ships,' s<J that 
Instead of being . thanked for what he 
bad done the master might very pos- 
sibly lose bis pdsltlon for Interfering 
with arrahffements his owners had seen 
(It to enter Into. J., ,, 

Strange as it. 'ijihy appear, tho av- 
erage sailor, .althjugh frequently the 
victim of the ho'tlrdlng master, looks 
upon liini as a friend who provides 
him witli slu'lter and board when with- 
out funds, and the boarding master 
nnd his . satellite. . the "runner," are 
about the only ones v.'ho can induce 
lilni to ship again; the boarding, master 
by a refui-al to i;cop him any longer, 
and the "runner" frequently by a lib- 
eral use of whiskey. 

AVhcn the sailor comes ashore, al- 
tb.nugli probably penniless, the board- 
ing niaster will furnish him pen and 
lioard to be iiaid for when he ships, 
that is through the medium of tho ad- 
\'.ance note for his first month's v.'ages, 
and when his debt a-.ipraaehes nearly 
tli.'it amount it is pretty strongly inti- 
mated to him that he must slilp. Were 
the generality of sailors of the class that 
pr(!fer sailors' institutes .'uul homes, 
no doubt tho system as outlined above, 
would soon seaso to cxlst,b ut unfortu- 
nately, the matter must.be treated as 
conditions, exist, and your cotnmltteo 
can see that soirie assistance Is neces- 
ary to tho mastfer of d voBsel In Secur- 
ing a crew. • *: ■ ' ■ ' - 

The sailor .cannot^ be obliged to take 
an i^dvance,.but tia a general thing he 
wants It to pay his debt to the board- 
ing master, and fta the payment of this 
advance note Is contingent on his jiro- 
coedihg to sea in the' ship it can hardly 
bo considered good commercial jiaper. 
It is, therefore, subjected to a heavy 
discount, and he may or may not liuvo 
obtained value for the balance. 

It seems clear that the master liiust 
be afforded some asslstanco in obtain- 
ing a crew, and that llie present sys- 
tem is a bad one for owners, master 
and sailors. 

We would suggest that the deputy 
slilliping masters be done .away with 
■and tlie restrictions against parties 
Huppb'Ing crews be repealed, or the 
In'roductlon of a system of licensing 
by the shipping masters on recommen- 
diitlons of the council of the Board of 
Trade. This would destroy the mon- 
opoly now existing, enable the niaster 
to contract with anyone who could 
supply the men, and by thus creating 
competition, probably bring down the 
sum demanded us "blood money" in 
a much surer and more effectual man- 
ner than by any legislative fixing of 
the sum to be charged, which can be, 
and Is now, easily eyad6d; the sailor 
must In every case sign articles before 
the shipping master of the port with- 
out tho boarding master belng'j)resent, 
and the Shitipihg master sTiould en- 
deavor, by assisting masters to obtain 
tlieir crows from tho various parnca 
in the city having sailors' boarding 
wtlh them, obviate vessel being oblit.'- 
ed to go elsewhere to fill up their 
crow. 

Your committee cannot say that tho 
course thov ndvise will completely 
eradicate tho evil, but think; that to 
some extent it would mitigate tho 
abuses now in existence. 



The cruiser California has arrived nt 
San Franeisoo with the purser an'l -IS 
passengers of the straiuled steame'r 
Indiana.

It may be decided to dis- 
pose of tho hull separately after the 
schooner haa been dismantled.

In 1.SG9, following tho death of her 
first 'husband, she married Count 
Charles Bozenta <,."hla.i)Owska. 

Educated In a Catholic convent in 
Cracow, she made lier debut In Boch- 
nla, Poland, In ISfil. Her first appear- 
ance In ISngllsh took place In San 
I'Yanclsco In 1.S77 In "Adrleiine Lecouv- 
reur," which was followed by a starr- 
ing tour throughout the United St.-ites, 
and then came two famous seasons on 
the London stage, where she played 
leading Shakespearian roles, as well 
as Camllle, Marj' Stuart and others. 

For many years, owing to , several 
articles published by! her In tho 
American magazines,. she had been for- 
bidden by imperial . decree to "enter 
Russian territory, so that, she was tin- 
able to repeat her former" successes In 
Poland and Russia, though she played 
a number of engagements in Prance, 
Austria and Germany.. 

Count Bozenta said this afternoon 
that ho will take tlie body to Cracow, 
Poland, for burial. That city was the 
early home of Modjeska. 

Count Bozenta said, that the reason 
he and his wife came from Poland In 
187G was because he was exiled for Ills 
Iiolltlcal writings and .Alme. Modjeska, 
by Imperial ukase, was debarred from 
the Polish stage. Following the j)ub- 
llcatlon of tho statements itiado In a 
iiaper read by Modjeska at the world's 
fair in Chicago concerning Russian 
Pidlsh politics and the former ukase 
of the Czar a further order was issued 
barring .Alodjeska from Russian pos- 
sessions.
